1 . SECURITY COUNCIL MET MORNING AND AFTERNOON JUNE 29 ON 
MOZAMBIQUE COMPLAINT AND HEARD GABON, ALGERIA, LIBYA, GDR, 
ROMANIA, BENIN, USSR, AND VENEZUELA (DETAILS OF SPEECHES 
SEPTEL). 

2. THE NEGOTIATING PROCESS COMCLUDED LATE IN THE AFTERNOON 
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(SEPTEL) AND AMB RAMPHUL OF MAURITIUS INTRODUCED THE DRAFT 
RESOLUTION TO THE COUNCIL. RAMPHUL STATED IN HIS PRESENTATION, 

AS AGREED TO IN THE NEGOTIATIONS, THAT THE TERM "NATIONAL 
LIBERATION MOVEMENT" IN OP PARA FIVE WAS GENERIC IN 
NATURE AND MEANS ALL INVOLVED IN THE STRUGGLE IN ZIMBABWE; 

AND THAT THE TERM "AS A MATTER OF PRIORITY" IN OP PARA 
TWELVE DOES NOT MEAN THAT THE EXTENSION OF SANCTIONS RANKS 
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ABOVE THE IMPORTANCE OF ENFORCEMENT. 

3. THE DEBATE IS EXPECTED TO CONCLUDE EVENING OF JUNE 30 
WITH ADOPTION OF THE RESOLUTION BY CONSENSUS.

THE SECURITY COUNCIL, 

TAKING NOTE OF THE TELEGRAM DATED 18 JUNE 1977 BY THE PRESIDENT OF 
THE PEOPLE'S REPUBLIC OF MOZAMBIQUE ADDRESSED TO THE SECRETARY- 
GENERAL CONTAINED IN DOCUMENT S/12350 AND ADD. 1 . 

HAVING HEARD THE STATEMENT BY HIS EXCELLENCY MR. MARCELINO DOS 
SANTOS, MEMBER OF THE PERMANENT POLITICAL COMMITTEE OF 
FRELIMO AND MINISTER FOR DEVELOPMENT AND ECONOMIC PLANNING 
OF MOZAMBIQUE, CONCERNING THE RECENT ACTS OF AGGRESSION 
AGAINST MOZAMBIQUE COMMITTED BY THE ILLEGAL MINORITY 
RACIST REGIME OF SOUTHERNRHODESIA, 

TAKING NOTE OF THE RESOLUTION ADOPTED BY THE ORGANIZATION OF

INDIGNANT AT THE SYSTEMATIC ACTS OF AGGRESSION COMMITTED BY 
THE ILLEGAL REGIME OF SOUTHERN RHODESIA AGAINST THE PEOPLE S 
REPUBLIC OF MOZAMBIQUE AND THE RESULTING LOSS OF LIFE 
AND DESTRUCTION OF PROPERTY, 

GRAVELY CONCERNED AT THE RAPIDLY DETERIORATING SITUATION IN SOUTHERN 
RHODESIA AS A RESULT OF THE CONTINUE EXISTENCE OF THE ILLEGAL

REAFFIRMING THE INALIENABLE RIGHTS OF THE PEOPLE OF ZIMBABWE

10. REQUESTS ALL STATES. REGIONAL ORGANIZATIONS AND OTHER

FINANCIAL, TECHNICAL AND MATERIAL ASSISTANCE TO MOZAMBIQUE 
IN ORDER TO ENABLE IT TO OVERCOME THE SEVERE ECONOMIC

UNITED NATIONS, THE WORLD FOOD PROGRAMME, THE UNITED NATIONS

DEVELOPMENT, THE UNITED NATIONS HIGH COMMISSIONER FOR
